Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .84(a)(2), Applicant hereby petitions the 
Commissioner to accept color drawings for Figs. lA, IB, 4, 5, 7A, 7B, 7C, and 7D of the 
application. 

This application is directed to techniques for displaying an interest profile 
for an electronically stored document. Various different techniques may be used for 
displaying the interest profile including use of colors. Fig. lA illustrates an annotation 
contour graphical presentation displayed using a particular color. Fig. IB depicts two 
graphical representations depicted using different colors showing persistence measures of 
two concepts. Fig. 4 shows an embodiment of the interest profile displayed using a 
colored representation. Fig. 5 displays an annotation contour, a section of a document, 
and an elongated thumbnail image. Colors are used to display the contour and to 
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highlight sections of the document and the thumbnail image. Figs. 7A, 7B, 7C, and 7D 
depict a thumbnail image, a portion of a document, and a contour. Colors are used to 
display the contour and to highlight sections of the document and thumbnail image. In 
Fig. 7D, contours are displayed for two concepts using different colors. 

Embodiments of the present invention depicted in Figs. 1 A, IB, 4, 5, 7A, 
7B, 7C, and 7D thus involve the use of colors that cannot be adequately shown using a 
black and white drawing. Applicant thus submits that color drawings facilitate depiction 
of the subject matter depicted in Figs. 1 A, IB, 4, 5, 7A, 7B, 7C, and 7D. 

An Amendment is being filed along with this Petition inserting language 
in the "BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS" section of the specification to 
indicate that the application contains at least one drawing executed in color. 

Color drawings of Figs. lA, IB, 4, 5, 7A, 7B, 7C, and 7D are being 
submitted in triplicate. Drawings of Fig. 5 that are being submitted include an 
amendment made to Fig. 5 in the amendment filed on January 23, 2003.
